Claims 1-3, 7-15 are withdrawn. The addition of new claims 28-39 has been made of record.

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because the amended claims recite a hybridization 
condition, which is not clear from the specification as the instant specification on page 15, lines 4-7 discloses the condition as a wash 
condition. Also, claims 36-39 do not have method steps for producing a transformant. 

The rejection of claims (16 -17, 19-21, 23-25, and 27 -now canceled) new claims 28-39 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is 
maintained for the reasons of record of the Office Action mailed on 1/6//2006. 

Applicant argues that newly filed claim 29 recites hybridization condition which should provide enough guidence to one skill in the art to 
enable the invention. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because the amended claims recite a hybridization 
condition, which is not clear from the specification as the instant specification on page 15, lines 4-7 discloses the condition as a wash 
condition. Further newly filed claims have other enablement issues such as "a cell" in claims 32-35 and 35 USC 112, 2 nd pbroblems with 
"represented by" a SEQ ID NO. 
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
